Dallas PD, identified the officer leading thes® three saen 
as himself, and stated that on 11/22/63, the data the photo 
was takas, he, SOY VAUGHN, and MAR YIN WISE had found three 
sen In a boxcar about a mile ire® the Texas School iBook 
Depository down the railroad tracks. They brought then to 
the Dallas County SO and turned thea over to an unknown 
.Deputy Sheriff. He did not know the aaisss of those individuals 
and did sot know if they w®r® booked. 

On 5/15/68, officers MARVIN WISE and ICY VAUGHN 
advised that they could add nothing to the information 
furnished by BASS, confirmed what he had furnished and advised 
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they did not know the Identity ©f the Deputy Sheriff or 
the three 36 ©n they brought ia. 

Gto 5/16/63 , JAMES D. 2 ITCHING, Dallas County SO, 
advised that b© Is la sharg® of tSse Identification Division, 
aad that iks had personally looked up the Jacket and phot© 
of ®ach person booked. ©a 11/22/63, and did aot find anyone 
she bears a resemblance to the persons appearing ia the phot© 
*»lih Dallas policessas BILL BASS. Me advised that this indicates 
that these persons were act hooked but they say hay© been 
Interviewed. Me advised that a sort of screening office was 
operated by the Dallas County SO ©a 11/22/63, and numerous 
persons were interviewed.
